Teen hockey 
player dies

Edmonton’s minor-hockey com¬ 
munity is mourning the loss of 
16-year-old Kyle Fundytus, who 
died yesterday after being struck 
in the neck by a puck Saturday 
afternoon. 

In a statement on the South 
Side Athletic Club’s website, 
Fundytus is remembered as “a 
model player and a dedicated 
teammate” who was in his sec¬ 
ond year in the Northern Alber¬ 
ta Midget Hockey League and a 
four-year member of the SSAC. 

Fundytus was rushed to hos¬ 
pital after attempting to block a 
shot during a game at Clareview 
Arena. 

According to SSAC registrar 
Marg Brownoff, he was on life 
support overnight and died yes¬ 
terday morning. 



Alberta Health Services 
spokesperson Greg Kennedy said 
the teen was in critical condition 
at 2 p.m. yesterday, but afterward 
the family withdrew their con¬ 
sent for the release of any fur¬ 
ther information by the 
province’s health authority. 

Bruce Kirby, Northern Alber¬ 
ta Midget Hockey League admin¬ 
istrator, knows the Fund5Aus fam¬ 
ily and said they want “to keep 
things quiet.” 

Fundytus’ team was supposed 
to play tonight, but goaltender 
Darrin Arndt said the game has 
been postponed and a memorial 
will be held at the SSAC club¬ 
house instead. 

“He was a great teammate,” 
Arndt said. “He brought a lot of 
motivation and positive attitude 
to the rink every game.”

Airport

A bus route from the Cen- 
tuiy Park LRT station to the 
Edmonton International 
Airport could be piloted as 
soon as next spring.

24 -hour

Transit centres, hospitals 
and campuses, along with 
entertainment, industrial 
and residential areas would 
be the target of any late- 
night bus routes, says a 
new city report. 

Service currently runs 
from about 6 a.m. to 1:30 
a.m. Options for 24-hour 
service up for discussion at 
a council committee 
tomorrow include five 
crosstown routes, a transit 
centre base network of 11 
routes or a combined 12- 
route network — costing 
between $4.2 million and 
$7.7 million to start up.

Alberta is tr 5 dng to recruit 
400 new guards and other 
correctional workers to 
help staff a mega-jail being 
built for people who are 
charged with crimes and 
who are waiting for trial. 

About 800 people are 
currently housed in the 
sometimes violent, over¬ 
crowded downtown re¬ 
mand centre — almost 
three times as many in¬ 
mates as it was built for. 

Even though Alberta’s 
per-capita crime rate is 
falling, officials say the 
massive expansion is need¬ 


ed to help deal with an in¬ 
creasing number of people 
arrested because of the 
province’s growing popu¬ 
lation. Alberta is also keep¬ 
ing an eye on the future. 

Officials say the new jail 
will help deal with an in¬ 
flux of inmates expected 
from proposed federal an¬ 
ti-crime legislation. 

The Harper government 
has promised to use its 
majority to quickly pass 
the bill in the coming 
months. 

“In the last 10 years we 
have had continued steady 


growth. It is a constant 
rise,” said Mike Tholenaer, 
executive director of the 
new Edmonton Remand 
Centre. 

“We’ve got Bill C-10, 
which is coming at us fair¬ 
ly quickly. That omnibus 
bill is clearly going to add 
to our (inmate) population 
projections as well.” 

The federal bill calls for 
tougher drug and sex- 
crime laws and less use of 
house arrest. 

It would also introduce 
or increase minimum sen¬ 
tences for offences, which 


critics say would mean 
more people charged with 
crimes. 

Construction of the gi¬ 
ant remand centre is to be 
complete by next October. 
Inmates are to start walk¬ 
ing through the doors in 
January 2013. 

The plan is for 800 staff, 
including 570 correctional 
peace officers — govern¬ 
ment parlance for guards. 
Half of the staff will be vet¬ 
erans transferred from 
other facilities and about 
half will be new hires.

Fire leaves family homeless 


O No injuries as four residents escape their now ‘uninhabitable’ home 
O Neighbours reported seeing thick smoke O Cause of blaze is unknown

Three adults and an infant 
are homeless after a morn¬ 
ing blaze gutted their rent¬ 
ed home yesterday. 

Blaine Patterson lives di¬ 
rectly across firom the gut¬ 
ted house at the comer of 
79 Street and 88 Avenue, 
and said he was alerted to 
the fire by a series of large 
bangs. 

“1 heard what 1 thought 
was car doors slamming 
and looked out and saw 
flames coming out the win¬ 
dows,” said Patterson, 
adding his neighbours had 
only moved in a month ago. 

“It must have been some¬ 
thing inside exploding.” 

He then heard sirens and 
fire crews arrived on scene, 
he said. 

The bungalow was “fully 
involved” when fire crews 
arrived, said district fire 
chief Bill May. 

Neighbours confirmed a 
woman lived in the home 
with her partner, a child 
and another male. 

One man was out walk¬ 
ing a dog when the fire 
empted, said Patterson, 
adding the remaining resi¬ 
dents did escape safely. 

No injuries were report¬ 
ed, but EMS members were 
seen walking a woman and 



small child to an ambu¬ 
lance after the fire. 

Yesterday afternoon the 
home’s bumt-out shell sat 
with blown-out windows 
and smoke-stained stucco. 

Charred furniture was 
strewn on the lawn along¬ 
side plastic toys, as investi¬ 
gators combed the home 
for clues as to what caused 
the blaze. 


Fire facts 


About two dozen 
firefighters battled the 
residential blaze, which 
fire officials said was 
under control in 15 
minutes. 

► No damage estimate to 


the bungalow home was 
known at press time, but 
an EFR's district chief 
called it “uninhabitable.” 

► The fire gutted the 

residence's main floor and 
had already jumped to the 
roof before crews could 
contain it minutes later.

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Woman 
fights for 
right to die 

O Opponents fear abuse by people 
who stand to gain from death 


It’s been nearly 20 years 
since Canada’s laws on as¬ 
sisted suicide have been 
challenged by a terminally 
ill person, and now a simi¬ 
lar right-to-die case has 
thrust the issue back into 
the spotlight. 

Today, lawyers for Glo¬ 
ria Taylor, 63, will be in 
B.C. Supreme Court to ar¬ 
gue against laws that make 
it a criminal offence to 
help seriously ill people 
end their lives. 

In August, the Farewell 
Foundation lost its court 
battle to have the laws 
changed because its plain¬ 
tiffs were anon 3 mious, but 
in a separate case. Judge 
L 3 mn Smith agreed to fast- 
track a trial for Taylor, who 
wants a doctor-assisted sui¬ 
cide.

She suffers from ALS, or 
Lou Gehrig’s disease, an in¬ 
curable illness that gradu¬ 
ally weakens and 
degenerates muscles to the 
point of paralysis. 

In Canada, it’s illegal to 
counsel, aid or abet a per¬ 
son to commit suicide, and 
the offence carries a maxi¬ 
mum punishment of 14 
years in prison.

He pleaded guilty Nov. 2 
in Surrey provincial court 
for possessing clothing 
stolen from a store during 
the June 15 riot. Saran was 
given an absolute dis¬ 
charge, which means he 
will not have a criminal

record. Surrey RCMP led the 
investigation and made the 
arrest, which was inde¬ 
pendent of the Integrated 
Riot Investigation Team’s 
investigation. 

Chu said the absolute 
discharge supports the 
force’s decision to take its 
time with the investiga¬ 
tions. 

“This reaffirms what we 


have said from the start: It’s 
crucial that we take our 
time to gather and process 
evidence to help support 
the greatest number of con¬ 
victions with the most se¬ 
vere penalties,” Chu said. 
“I’m confident that the 
courts will also recognize 
that the victims who suf¬ 
fered losses and injuries on 
June 15 deserve this.”

Economist Mario Monti ac¬ 
cepted the monumental 
task yesterday of trying to 
form a new government 
that can rescue Italy from fi¬ 
nancial ruin. 

His selection came a day 
after Silvio Berlusconi reluc¬ 
tantly resigned as prime 
minister, bowing out after 
world markets pummelled 
Italy’s borrowing ability, re¬ 
flecting a loss of faith in his 
leadership. Berlusconi quit 
after the Italian parliament 
approved new reform meas¬ 
ures demanded by the Euro¬ 
pean Union and central 
bank officials. But even 
those are not considered 
enough to right Italy’s ail¬ 
ing economy. 

“There is an emergency, 
but we can overcome it 
with a common effort,” 
Monti told the nation. 

“In a moment of particu¬ 
lar difficulty, Italy must win 
the challenge to bounce 
back. We must be an ele¬ 
ment of strength and not 
weakness in the European

Union, of which we are 
founders,” he added.

Germany out to lure workers from Ell crisis zone

Prosperous Germany has a 
surprising message for 
sinking Greece: Help want¬ 
ed. 

With a shrinking labour 
force and buoyant econo¬ 
my, Germany needs skilled 
workers to keep its indus¬ 
trial engine churning and 
is seeking them from 
Greece, Spain and Portugal 
where unemplo 5 mient is 
soaring. 

Germany quickly over¬ 
came the financial melt¬ 
down that started in 2008 
and unemplo 3 mient is now 


at a 20 -year low of 6.6 per 
cent. Companies are so 
desperate for workers that 
the government has taken 
to organizing matchmak¬ 
ing sessions between Ger¬ 
man firms and job seekers 
from crisis-hit countries. 

Among them is Greek 
civil engineer Christos 
Kotanidis, who moved to 
Erlangen in southern Ger¬ 
many three months ago 
and quickly found work 
with industrial giant 
Siemens. 

“I decided to look for a 


job in Germany because it 
has a stable economy,” he 
said. “In Greece the eco¬ 
nomic situation is bad 
now, but the future looks 
even worse.” 

There are no hard num¬ 
bers on how many profes¬ 
sionals from Europe’s 
crisis zone have been hired 
in Germany. Immigration 
to Germany has shot up by 
13 per cent in the past five 
years, and more than half 
of the newcomers are from 
the EU.

Bestselling author Susan 
Orlean keeps expecting 
someone to drop off a Ger¬ 
man shepherd dog at one 
of her readings any day 
now.

It would be a fitting gift 
for Orlean. After all, she is 
the mastermind behind 
the definitive new book 
about the most famous 
German shepherd of all 
time, Rin Tin Tin.

Regular appearances as the 
“most senior” correspon¬ 
dent on The Daily Show 
haven’t stopped Samantha 
Bee from squeezing in a 
slew of Canadian side proj¬ 
ects.

With her im¬ 
placable shrewdness, 
sass and sexuality, Kalin¬ 
da heats up eveiy scene 
she’s in. 

No wonder she has 
emerged as a viewer 
favourite among the 
many colourful charac¬ 
ters populating this CBS 
drama. And no wonder 
Archie Panjabi, who last 
year won an Emmy for 
her portrayal of Kalinda, 
can hold her own in a ro¬ 
bust cast of actors who 
include series star Julian¬ 
na Margulies as well as 
Christine Baranski, Josh 
Charles, Matt Czuchry, 
Alan Cumming and 
Chris Noth.

Along with her trade¬

Being a parent is a stressful 
job. These days, you’re not 
only expected to cover the 
basics — love, food, cloth¬ 
ing, schooling, junior taxi 
service, but our perfection¬ 
ist culture tells parents that 
we must also execute a 
punishing schedule geared 
to transforming our child 
into star pupil, tennis 
champ and school musical 
lead. 

But h5Aper-parenting — 
where parents push their 
kids in the name of “fulfill¬ 
ing their potential” — does¬ 
n’t necessarily lead to 
happier, healthier, more 
successful kids. Not eveiy 
child can be the next 
Ronaldo or Picasso, and 
parental pressure and over¬ 
involvement can lead to 
children’s anxiety, fear of 
failure and inability to be 
self-reliant. 

Economist Dr. Biyan Ca¬ 
plan caused a stir earlier 
this year with his book. 
Selfish Reasons to Have 
More Kids: Why Being a 
Great Parent is Less Work 
and More Fun than You 
Think, which suggested 
that hot-housing has little 
long-term effect on your 


child. Caplan points out 
that studies on twins and 
adopted kids show that the 
long-term effects of parent¬ 
ing have little impact on a 
wide variety of outcomes 
including health, happi¬ 
ness, intelligence and suc¬ 
cess. Children can’t be 
molded, he says. Like flexi¬ 
ble plastic, they respond to 
pressure but return to their 
original shape when pres¬ 
sure is released, so there’s 
no point tiying to change 
them. “Even happiness is 
not something that parent¬ 
ing makes or breaks,” says 
Caplan. 

Because you can’t 
change your kids, pushing 
them to excel is a waste of 
time and a burden on your 
relationship with them, say 
supporters of a new type of 
more serene parenting. 

“We all want the same 
thing: for our children to 
be happy and healthy and 
to reach their full poten¬ 
tial,” says Carl Honore, 
slow advocate and author 
of Under Pressure: Rescu¬ 
ing our Children from the 
Culture of H5Aperparenting. 
“And we can all have this if 
we get t balance between 
doing too much for our 
kids and doing too little.” 

Focusing less on kids is 
better for parents, too. 
Those who over-parent are 


three times more likely to 
suffer depression and anxi¬ 
ety, according to clinical 
psychologist Dr. Madeline 
Levine, who believes that 
over-involved parenting is 
parents’ way of correcting 
what they saw as wrong in 
their own lives. It’s also bet¬ 
ter for your kids if you in¬ 
vest in your relationship. 

“H5Aper-parenting is ex¬ 
hausting. It turns childrear¬ 
ing into a cross between a 
competitive sport and 
product-development,” 


says Honore. “It’s tiring, ex¬ 
pensive and stressful. All 
this puts a squeeze on a 
marriage, with both part¬ 
ners feeling tired and over¬ 
stretched. They also have 
less time to spend together 
on their own. Ultimately, it 
can break a marriage.” 

But if we all want the 
best for our kids, how do 
we get a balance between 
providing opportunities 
and being hands-off? Ca¬ 
plan says if you’re con¬ 
sciously thinking about 


your parenting style, you’re 
already on the right track. 

“Ignore the panic and 
peer pressure; your child 
will be fine,” Honore advis¬ 
es. “Trust your instincts. 
Find your own way to par¬ 
ent. Listen to and observe 
your child. 

“A child is not a project 
or a trophy or a piece of 
clay you can mould into a 
work of art. A child is a per¬ 
son who will thrive if al¬ 
lowed to be the protagonist 
of his own life.”

Learn by recycling 

O Tech it Away program gets high schools involved in rounding up and 
recycling unwanted electronics O Find out how you can get involved

Recycling old electronics is 
a baffling business for 
many Canadians. 

Sure, we know where to 
put our used bottles and 
newspapers. 

But computers, televi¬ 
sions and discarded cell¬ 
phones? Not so sure. 

That’s why Best Buy 
Canada set up Tech it 
Away, a program that gets 
high schools actively in¬ 
volved in rounding up and 
recycling unwanted or ob¬ 
solete electronics. 

“The program originat¬ 
ed from the idea of mak¬ 
ing sure that people 
understand the impor¬ 
tance of recycling their 
electronics,” says Danielle 
Jang, communications 
manager for Best Buy 
Canada. 

“There’s a lot that goes 
into it, and we wanted to 
make sure that we took re¬ 
sponsibility for that, 
spreading the word and 
working with the younger 
generation. They get excit¬ 
ed about it, and they can 
see the results of it as 
well.” 

Ten selected schools, in 
Vancouver, Calgary and 
Toronto held community 
recycling drives last 
month. 

In the competitive, 
high-turnover field of elec¬ 
tronics, the company feels 
campaigns like this are es¬ 
sential. 

“There’s new technolo¬ 


gy out there that’s better 
for the environment, and 
we want people to start us¬ 
ing that instead,” Jang ex¬ 
plains 

“And then we want to 
take the old electronics 
that they have and recycle 
them properly.” 

Each participating 
school receives a grant of 
up to $10,000, earmarked 
for the purchase of newer, 
more energy-efficient elec¬ 
tronics. 

And there’s an artistic 
element as well. 


“This year, we added a 
sculpture competition. 
Students took some of the 
collected electronics, and 
were tasked with the chal¬ 
lenge to create a sculpture. 
The winner was actually 
from Downsview Second- 
aiy School in Toronto. It’s 
a really cool sculpture of a 
tree. They used wires, the 
keys on a keyboard, the in¬ 
sides of a mobile phone, 
and they constructed a re¬ 
ally neat sculpture of a 
tree. It’s pretty cool.” 

The program has 


sparked some healthy, eco- 
friendly competition be¬ 
tween rival schools, each 
eager to collect more dis¬ 
used gizmos than their lo¬ 
cal rivals. 

“The kids got on board 
really quickly,” says Jang. 
“They’re out there telling 
their friends and families 
and their community to 
bring ever 3 ^hing that 
they’ve got in their base¬ 
ments to drop it off. They 
get excited about that.”

And no one tests im¬ 
ported flowers for pesti¬ 
cide residues. The florist 
might look at you funny, 
but when it comes to cut 
flowers, many of us shop 
with our noses. It’s time 
we greened up our bou¬ 
quet shopping skills. The 
more who ask our local 
florists for pesticide-free 
blooms from local farm¬ 
ers, the quicker they’ll 
clue in. Another sugges¬ 
tion is to search Veriflo- 
ra.com. Veriflora is a 
sustainability certification 
program for fresh cut 
flowers and potted plants. 
Search their site by 
province for a company

that abides by their agri¬ 
cultural sustainability cer¬ 
tification and eco-labelling 
program.

Many 1 found online on¬ 
ly deliver in the U.S. — Or- 
ganicBouquet.com and 
Flowerbud.com — but join 
them on Facebook and 
you’ll know when they 
branch into Canada.
